The schools have been designed 
to puit the class of instruction 
to be given therein.

This must seem a true miracle in 
the eyes of many an old-time farmer 

: been accustomed to regard 

of the sky with anxious sol- 

. believing that only the bounty 

of nature could aid him. and that 

plenty..of rain. is ‘essential to the 

growth of crops.. But science has 
achieved it! ; 

It was found that in some places—/j; 
in arid regions; where but little rain 
fell in the course ofthe year—a deep 
uniform sutbsoll existed in which the 
moisture was stored up and protected 
from evaporation by a blanket of gur- 
face soil,’ Acting upon this indica- 
tion the soll was ‘everywhere, where | adde@ 
crops were desired, ploughed and har- 
rowed wntil:a ‘very deep uniform sub- 
soil was produced protected by a su- 
perficial blanket. 

By this method it. has been found 
possible ‘to bottle up in the deep un- 
dersoil the scattered rainfall for three 
or four years. In. the second year a 
crop of wheat can be produced from 
the first year’s rainfall; in the third 
year one from the second year's rain, 
in the fourth year a crop.from the 
third year’s rain, and so on. 
cultivators are thus rendered inde 
pendent of the vagaries of the rain- 
fall. Some is bound to came in the 
course of every year, and even though 
it amounts to only 20 inches for the 
lentire 12 months, by the system of 
| bottling up in the soil it can be ren- 
dered available’when wanted. 

Dr. Macdonald of the South African 
Union Department of Agriculture, 
says: We in South Africa have grown 
a rainiess wheat. We have grown 
wheat without a single drop of rain 
falling on it from seed-time until 
harvest. . 

The wheat used is a durum wheat 
called Apulia, imported from the dry 
belt of Italy. Before this dry farm- 
ing was introduced the South African 
farmers hugged the irrigation water 
furrows and pelieved that. only 4n 
their presence was wheat growing 
possible. There were a few irrigated 
patches and the rest of the country 
was a_ desert. Now, the _ bot- 
tling system has changed and all that, 
and thousands of acres supposed- to 
be valueless are yielding abundant 
crops.

called the equinoxes, because the days 
and nights are then equal, and the 
points midway between the equinoxes 
are the solstices, because the sun then 
seems to star.1 still for a few days. 

The ecliptic is so called because 
eclipses occur only when the moon is 
crossing it or is near it, for the 
moon’s »rbit cuts the ecliptic in two 
points, called nodes or knots, and at 
other times is above or below it.. If 
the moon when in either node, is in 
line with the sum and the earth we 
have an eclipse, either total ‘or annu- 
lar... If she 1. near her node we have 
a@ partial eclipse. “ : 

The moon's nodes are not: station- 
ary, but move backward on the moon's 
orbit, completing a revolution in 
about nineteen years, when the eclip- 
ses gf the period recur in the same 
order and at about the same intervals 
as before. This period of eighteen 
years and eleven days is called the 
saros. It was known to the -Chal- 
deans and the Greeks and gave them 
their data for computing eclipses. 

Any intelligent person can trace the |” 
sun’s path in the heavens. If the 
sun rises exactly in the east and sets 
in the’ west it is the time of the equin- 
oxes. If the sunrise and sunset 
points are faithest south and the sun 
is very low in the avens at roonday 
it is the time of the winter e-*stice.

To Help Grenfell. 


A plan to set on foot the formation 
of a better organization to support 
the work of Dr. T, Wilfred Grenfell 
among the fishermen of the Labrador 
is being actively pushed forward. 

The prime mover is W. R. Sterling. 
one of the greatest enthusiasts over 
the Grenfell Medical Mission. He he- 
came so interested last year that he 
chartered the supply ship Clewett and 
took’ a party of friends to the Labra- 
dor coast, wherc he delivered supplies 
at the various posts of the, Mission. 
He had many pathetic stories to tell 
of what he saw among the natives of 
the barren coast. 

“The isolation of the people on the 
coast of Labrador, their Jack of edu- 
cation, their lack of facilities to get 
supplies or to get any distance from 
their own small homes, excepting at 
the expense of much time and labor, 
it seemed to me, put these people in 
a class by themselves,” says Mr 
Sterling.-

cicaustiemapea 
He Worried the Actors to Scowls and 
the Actresses to Tears. 

Sardou, the great French playwright. 
knew bow to profit by the views of oth- 
er people. Jerome A, Bart writes tn 
his book, “Sardou and tbe Sardou 
Piass:” 

“Like Alexandre Dumas pere, Sardon 
was extremely sensitive to the opinions 
of the fess enbtle spectators of his re- 
benrsals. He closely watched and 
heeded the Impressions and comments 
of the stage carpenters, scene painters, 
firemen, supers and other humble peo- 
ple behind the scenes. They represent. 
ea to him the average mind of the av- 
erage audiefice. ‘Io the opinions of ac- 
ters of bis unproduced pieces he pnid 
Uttle heed: to the opinions of critics, 
none at all. At rehenrsals no details 
escaped him. He would seat himself 
on the stage chalrs.and sofas, open and 
shut the practicable-doors, go to the 
back of the parterre.to study the per- 
spective of the scene, climb. to the bigh.. 
est gallery to see if the audience there 
could hear, and then hasten back to 
the stage. 

“There be would seat bimself, jump- 
fng up during the rehearsal thirty or 
forty times to show the actors bis idea 


of the action. In doing this he would | 


laugh, would cry, would shriek and 
would even die a mimic death, Com- 
ing to life again, he would call for his 
overcoat and hasten to muffie himself 
up as before. He was very sensitive to 
cold and always came on the stage 
with a heavy coat, n muffler and cap 
to protect bim from drafts, 

“He would rebearse from 10 In the 
morning until 3, when-he would take-a 
sandwich and a glass of wine. After 
this be would resume bis work until 5, 
at which hour he would go blithely 
forth into the street, smiling and buim- 
ming, ‘followed. ns oge resentful play. 
er put It, ‘by scowling actors and weep- 
{ng actresses.’"

Cherry Shortcake. 

For cherty shortcake make 4 soft 
dough by Mixing together two cupfule 
of flour sifted with a henping tenspoor- 
ful of baking powder, a teaspoonful of 
ealt and half a cupful of shortening, 
which may be half each of butter and 
lard or bacon fat. Ac'd two tablespoon. 
fuls of sugar' and mix with a well 
benten egg. Add enougi: milk to make 
the dough of the right consistency. 
Roll out in two layers and bake Ip thé 
eame pan with flecké of butter be 
tween. : 

When baked the two layers will sép- 


, etnte easily, The cherry Mtiing should 


be in readiness to spread between the 
shortcnke and on fop. Large ripe 
cherries are pitted and crushed slightly 
in a bew! with sngar. Taste the juice 
to tell {f it is sweet’ enough. Prepare 
the cherries somé time alead and you 
will find them Mueh nicer, “Serve with 
or withvut whipped cream. 


Frozen Fruits. 

Combination of fruit flators will 
often bring about cooling and delictuna 
results. Teacbes and plums combine 
perfecely aud frozen in a sugar sirup 
sield a most deligbtful sweet. Roll 
One quant of water with one pound of 
sugar until they form a rich sirnp, 
then strain and stand aside until cold. 
Pare twelre fine ripe peaches and 
chop fine with a silver knife, Scald 
one pint of plums, remove the skins 
and the stones, mash the pulp nnd ada 
to the peaches. Crack the pits to re 
move the kernels, blanch and pound. 
Add the fruit and the mashed kernels 
to the sirup. Let it stand for tbirty 
minutes and then freeze. 


Blackberry Jam Cake. 

Rub to a cream half a cupful of but- 
ter and then gradgally add one cupful 
‘of sugar, the benten yolks of three 
eggs and the whites of two, reserving 
the third white for frosting. Take halt 
a cupful of thin cream-or milk, n level 
teaspoonful etch of clunamon, allspice 
and two scant cupfuls of flour, aud 
lnst of all stir dn ove cupful of black- 
berry jam or preserves. Bake in mod. 
erately bot oven for about three-quar. 
ters of an hour. This makes n nice 
pudding ff eaten as soon as baked and 
a currant jelly or lemon sauce is serv: 
ed witb it. 


Gold and Silver Omelet. 

Have ready as many eggs as there 
are people to be served, urate the 
folks from the whites an t each 
thorouguly, then ndd to each n dash of 
salt and pepper or paprika and n little 
milk. Pour both egg mixtures sinul- 
taneously into the pan, letting the 
white omelet cover one-half of the bot. 
tom and the goki omelet-the other half, 
Cook them gently until firm through- 
out, taking care tbat they do not burn. 
Then fold the white or silver one over 
on to the otber and servé immediately.

Souffle Glace. 

Half a pint of_cream, one table- 
spoonful of grated jewon rind, four 
eges, bLulf a pound of sugar, balf a 
gill of wine, one tnblespovoful of. tem- 
on juice and a pinch of salt. Mix the 
solks of the eggs, lemon juice, Jemon 
rind. sugar and salt. Stir over a slow 
Gre until thick. Cvol. Add the whites 
of eggs. well beaten, and the crenm, 
beaten until stiff. Add the wine, fll 
the nixture into paper cases, pack in 
a pall and pack the pail in Ice and 
salt for four bours, 

Burnt Almond Ice Cream, 

Blanc and chop balf a pint of 
almonds. Cook four tablespoonfuls of 
sugar to the caraniel; add the chopped 
alnonds. When cold pound to a pow- 
Jer. Put one pint of milk Into a sance- 
pan with-tdlf a pound of sugar and 
the yolks of four eggs. Stir over a 
slow fire until ft counts the spoon; 
then strain and coot. Add one pint of 
whipped cream, a ploch of salt, one 
teaspoonful of almond extract and the 
pounded ulmonds. freeze. 


Grape Cup. 

Tour half a cupful of boiling water 
over four tablespoonfuls of grape jelly 
and stir until dissolved. Add the same 
quantity of cold water, one tablespoon 
ful of sugar and a little lemon Juice. 

Place a lump of ice in a glass pitcher 
and pour the Hquid over. Any kind of 
jelly will onswer if the grepe is not at 
hand. If currant jelly ts used then 
leas lemow juice will be required, cur- 
rants belng rather tart 

Summer Sandwich. 

Cucumber aud green vepper minced 
fine’ and seasoned with mayonniise 
make as tasty a hot weather sandwich 
as it is easy to find, If the sandwiches 
are not to be used at once the juice 
should be squeezed from the vegetables 
after they are minced, for otherwise 
the bread will become water soaked. 


For Afternoon Tea, 
To vary the afternoun teed tea drop 
a sprig:or two of fresh niint into the 
pot with the dry tea and turn the boll- 
ing water over it. A bit of the crisp,
